In making it clear that the mis- 
sion of the pastor “includes the en- 
tire circle of religious and moral 
duties of his people” and that in 
fulfillment of this mission he may 
be obliged “to give, under this re- 


'ligious aspect, counsel and instruc- 


tion also regarding public duties,” 
the Holy Father made obvious 
reference to a proposed Italian law 
ties upon priests discussing election 
which would impose severe penal- 
issues from the pulpit. 

The Church does not care, the 
Pope said, “to be involved in any 
way in merely political questions, 
In these she allows Catholics as 
such full liberty of opinion and ac- 
tion.” On the other hand, however, 
the Pope pointed out, the Church 
“could not admit the position that 
the State may unilaterally judge 
her priests in the exercise of their 
ministry, even to the extent of ap- 
plying punitive sanctions.” 

The Pope formulated four points 
to make clear the position of the 
Church on the rights and duties of 
priests in questions concerning 
public life. These four points are as 
follows: 


(1) “It is the right and, at the 
same time, the essential duty of 
the Church to instruct the Faithful 
by word and by writing, from the 
pulpit and in all the other normal 
ways, on everything which coneerns 
faith and morals, or which is irre- 
concilable with the doctrine of the 
Church and, therefore, inadmissible

New Constitution 
For Japanese 


Props Of Special Favor 
For Shintoism Knocked 
Out By Gen. MacArthur 


Tokyo. March 18. — Japanese 
Catholics have high praise for the 
democratic and peaceful trend seen 
in the draft of the proposed new 
Japanese Constitution. They note 
with special satisfaction the ar- 
ticles safeguarding religious free- 
dom and are willing to cooperate 
in any further constructive discus- 
eions of these safeguards. 

The props of special favor were 
knocked from under Shinto in the 
proposed Japanese Constitution 
made public by the Cabinet of Pre- 
mier Kijuro Shidehara, which spe- 
cifies that “no religious organiza- 
tion shall receive any privilege 
from the state, nor exercise any 
political authority.” “Freedom of 
religion is guaranteed to all,” the 
new draft states. “No person shall 
be compelled to take part in any 
religious act, celebration, rite, or 
practice.” 

‘The preamble of the constitution 
recognizes that “government is a 
sacred trust, the authority for 
which is derived from the people, 
the powers of which are exercised 
by the representatives of the peo- 
ple and the ‘enefits of which are 
enjoyed by the people.” It also 
pledges “the preservation of peace 
and the banishment of tyranny and 
slavery, oppression and intolerance 
for al] time from the earth.” 

“All of the people,” the proposed 
constitution declares, “shall be re- 
spected as individuals and their 
right to life, liberty and the pur- 
suit of happiness shall within the 
limits of the public welfare be the 
supreme consideration in legisla- 
tion and in governmental affairs. 
All natural persons are equal under 
the law and there shall no be dis- 
crimination in political, economic or 
social relations because of race, 
creed, sex, social status, or family 
origin.” These fundamental human 
rights, the draft stipulates, shall be 
considered “is “eternal and invio- 
late.” 

The proposed constitution also 
holds that freedom of thought and 
conscience shall be held inviolable 
and that freedom of assembly, asso- 
ciation, speech, and press and all 
other forms of expression are guar- 
anteed. The Emperor shall no 
longer rule by divine right as a 
direct descendant of the sun-god- 
dess, it states, but his position 
shall “derive from the sovereign 
will of the people.” 

Marriage was also brought closer 
to the Christian concept in the new 
constitution which provides that 
“marriage shall be based on the 
mutual consent of both sexes. The 
new draft stresses the “equal 
rights of husband and wife” and 
adds that any legislation on mar- 
riage must derive from the prin- 
ciple of the “individual dignity and 
the essential equality of the sexes.” 
The new draft prohibits the “ex- 
ploitation of children” in industry. 

An outstanding clause m the 
draft forever renounces war or the 
threat or use of force, “as a means 
of settling disputes with other na- 
tions.” “The maintenance of land, 
sea and air forces, as well as other 
war potential will never be authori- 
zed,” the constitution declares, and 
“the right of belligerency of the 
state will not be recognized.”

Bishop Byrne Pays Last Tribute To 
Card. Glennon In Sermon At Funeral 


St. Louis, March 18—“John Cardinal Glennon, little did 
the Vicar of Christ think that there was forboding in the 
symbolic act of closing your mouth during the ceremonies in 
Rome, or, that the Red Hat he gave you would so soon hang 
from the roof tree of your Cathedral.” 

With these words, Bishop Christopher E. Byrne of Gal- 


veston, coneluded his sermon at the? 


Louis Cathedral here today. Bis- 
hop Byrne served for 27 years in 
St. Louis as a priest, until his ele- 
vation to the Episcopacy. Cardinal 
Glennon was the Bishop’s consecra- 
tor on November 10, 1918. 


“His blessed folded hands,” the 
Bishop said, “will no more lift up 
the golden cup of Christ’s Blood in 
the Holy Sacrifice, but, all over the 
land, and in the foreign missions, 
more than 1,500 priests will pray 
for him as they raise up in clean 
oblation the Chalice he first put 
into their newly-consecrated hands.

Five times in the last 27 years he 
crowned the heads of his own 
priests with the mitre, and for 
twice as many more, did speak the 
‘Accipe Spiritum Sanctum’ that 
made them Bishops. He fulfilled 
well the duty given by St. Paul to 
Titus—to set in order the things 
that were wanting and to ordain 
priests in every city.” 

The text of the Bishop’s sermon 
was “I have glorified Thee on 
earth, I have finished the work 
Thou gavest Me to do.”

1 am employed as Secretary to the fuperintendent of a hos- 
pital for the insane and as such am interested to know whether or 
bot eugenic sterilization is ever approved or advocated by the 
hurch. 

It is my duty to make up the forms necessary to filing pett- 
ions for sterilization in cases of patients in this hospital when fur- 
pugh seems indicated. In several instances Catholics have refused 
their consent on the basis purely that 1t was a matter contrary to 
onscience, that they would seek the advice of their priest, and be 
suided accordingly, and in every case they refused to give the 
ecessary consent. 

If you will give me an opinion as to whether or not such pro- 
edure is ever sanctioned I shall be indeed grateful. I know there 
an be probably no hard and fast rule about the matter. Like other 
things the merits of a case naturally must be determined on indi- 
‘idual findings. It would be helpful if I were fully informed re- 
garding the Catholic viewpoint as to whether or not it is ever 
lawful—and if so—when—and how should one proceed?

To clarify the matter let me 
analyse briefly the Ohio Bill. It is

Sterilization is a surgical opera- 
tion intended to make it impossible 
for certain ones, especially the men- 
ally defective or feeble-minded and 
he epileptic, to procreate or to 
ring children into the world, lest 
heir own kind be multiplied. 

Many States have Sterilization 
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juvenile detention homes, reforma- 
tories, penitentiaries, and even in 
orphanages if the latter be sup- 
ported in part by public funds. Ac- 
cording to the provisions of this 
Bill, a medical officer must examine 
every patient in any of the above 
institutions before his or her re- 
lease, and if this physician ad- 
judges the child, patient, or prison- 
er to be mentally defective, he re- 
fers the case to a Board appointed 
by the State Welfare Director. If 
the Board decides that the person 
should be sterilized, he is so noti- 
fied as also are his relatives or 
guardian, who may carry their ob- 
lection to the Probate Court. If 
they offer no objection, the onera- 
tion is performed within fifteen 
days. 

Now let me answer questions con- 
tained in the letter of my inquirer. 


(1) Does the Catholic Church 
ever approve of or advocate sterill- 
zation? 


Sterilization is something that 
does not fall under the jurisdiction 
of the Catholic Church, because it 
is violative of the law of God, and 
of the natural rights of the indi- 
vidual. The Catholic Church has no 
power over a law of God or nature. 
and can neither alter nor modify it. 
As a world teacher the Catholic 
Church can only interpret God’s and 
nature’s laws. 

This raises the question: How 
does Sterilization violate a law of 
God and of nature? It violates a 
law of God by mutilating a human 
being, usually against his own will. 
If an individual has no right to 
mutilate himself, if his parents 
have not a richt to mutilate him, 
then surely the State has no such 
right. The late Pone Pius XI spoke 
very clearly on this subject when 
he said: 


“Public magistrates have no di-| 


rect power over the bodies of their 


subjects; therefore, where no crime | 


has taken place and there is no 
cause present for grave punish- 
ment, they can never directly harm, 
or tamper with the integrity of the 


body, either for the reasons of eu- | 


grenics or for any other reason.... 

“Furthermore, Christian doctrine 
establishes, and the light of human 
reason makes it most clear, that 
private individuals have no other 
nower over the members of their 
bodies than that which pertains to 
their natural ends; and that they 
are not free to destroy or mutilate 
their members, or in any other way 
render themselves unfit for their 
natural functions, except when 
no other provision can be made for 
the good of the whole body’— 
(From the Encyclical on Christian 
Marriage.) 

Sterilization violates mnature’s 
law because the individual certain- 


ily has the right to oppose being 


mutilated or having any natural 
faculty destroyed. 

Our questioner asks if Catholics 
have the right to oppose Steriliza- 
tion as conscientious objectors? 

They certainly have. Before the 
war there were numerous people in 
Germany who rendered themselves 
liable to deportation from the coun- 
try by voicing their conscientious 
objection to a Sterilization law in- 
tended for them. 

Large groups of Americans were 
excused by the United States from 
participation in the World War be- 
cause they were conscientious ob- 
jectors. If our government res- 
pected their conscience at a time 
when the life of the nation was at 
stake, then surely the State gov- 
ernment must respect the consci-

Dr. Wilfred M. Gill, Psychiatrist 
at the Ohio State Reformatory, 
wrote about the Ohio Bill: “Muti- 
lation as a ‘cure-all’ is not the an- 
swer.” He continues: “An analy- 
sis of various crimes committed by 
those in our institution shows that 
more sex crimes are committed by 
normal individuals than are com- 
mitted by feeble-minded and those 
who are borderline mental defi- 
Normal or aver- 
age criminals commit the same 
crimes as do the subnormal ones.” 
Dr. Gill, quoting from the book 
Delinquents and Criminals, by 
Healy and Bronner, notes that: 
“Among 4,000 cases of delinquency 
recorded and studied only 13.5 were 
mental delinquents.” With regard 
to epileptics, Dr. Gill is of the 
opinion that “it arises from a num- 
her of causes after birth. Enough 
is not known about this disease to 
state dogmatically that it is here- 
ditary.” 

When in 1934 a Sterilization Bill 
was up for consideration by the 
Zoval Commission of England, the 
tritish Medical Association with- 
held its approval and commented: 
“If it is applicable to mentally de- 
fective persons, why not also to 
people with hereditary physical

lization? 

If «a Catholic may not take his 
own life, if he be not allowed to 
mutilate his body because it is not 
his, but the Creator’s, then he may 
not give his consent to its mutila- 
tion by others, except for his own 
general physical health. 

In our country Sterilizavion laws 
would, I believe, be declared un- 
constitutional if they were enforced, 
except by way of penalty, against 
the individual’s protest; and the 
best authorities on “heredity” in- 
sist that they will never accom- 
plish their objectives unless admin- 
istered in a wholesale way—and 
this will, of course, not be done. 

Dr. H. S. Jennings, of Johns 
Hopkins University, holds that it 
would take 68 generations or more 
than 2,000 years to reduce feeble- 
mindednegs in our country even ap- 
preciably. Here are his words: “If 
the proportion of the feeble-mind- 
ed to the population is one per 
thousand (and this is probably a 
fair estimate), to decrease that 


mutilation, and there is no. telling 
how far its application might be 
carried. 

On these grounds the Supreme 
Court of New Jersey declared a 
Sterilization Act of April 10, 1911, 
unconstitutional. The Court held 
that “if this power be conceded to 
the State for the sake of the com- 
mon good, it might be extended on 


the same plea to other afflictions 


or diseases, supposedly transmis- 
sible either by heredity or infec- 
tion.”

The 
wrong slant here might make your 
hide tougher or your brain denser, 
but it will never slice away any of 
the selfishness that disfigures all 
of us. You might, for instance, de- 
cide to forget yourself and think 
you are doing well just because 
you managed to stifle a yell, when 
some big lug trampled on your 
toe, by conjuring up. the picture 
of a banana-split with pistaschios. 
That’s a noble thing, a real beau 
geste, and if it smothered anger 
it made some sense, but it was 
not quite what is meant by self- 
forgetfulness, Nor does the word 
mean forgetting your meals, like 
an absent-minded professor. 


EALLY, self-forgetfulness does 

not mean forgetting yourself at 
all. It means, simply, putting all 
other people before Me, that is, 
trying to like them more than 
yourself, to treat them better, to 
have more feeling for their prob- 
lems, to rejoice more at their good 
fortune. Even while you are do- 
ing this, you can still manage to 
treat yourself pretty well. 

But notice that self-forgetful- 
ness means “trying” to do all these 
things. Maybe your attempts will 
be terrific successes, but most like- 
ly they won’t. There is too much 
of self in most of us for us to 
be able to put everybody else so 
far ahead of us. Still we have

Abusing A Noble Faculty 


Religion points out that God has 
given us the faculty of speech, one 
of the noblest we possess, to praise 
our Creator, to help our neighbor 
by speaking words of truth, purity 


and honor. When we use that noble 
faculty to take God’s name in vain, 
to lard our speech with the irrev- | 
erent use of the holiest name man 
can utter ; .. that of our Saviour, 
Jesus Christ ... we are abusing 
that faculty ... using it in a man- 
ner never intended by our Creator. 
We are insulting the God who made 
us. 


That God is offended by such 
profanity is clear from the divine 
command: “Thou shalt not take the 
name of the Lord thy God in vain: 
for the Lord will not hold him 
guiltless, that shall take the name 
of the Lord his God in vain.” This 
is the second commandment in the 
Decalogue. 


When a person is tempted to use 
the sacred name of Jesus in anger, 
he will find it profitable to pause a 
moment and reflect upon the words 
which St. Paul spoke about Jesus. 
“He humbled himself, becoming 
obedient unto death, even to the 
death of the Cross. For which cause 
God also hath exalted him, and 
hath given him a name which is 
above all names: That in the name 
of Jesus, every knee should bow, 
of those that are in heaven, on 
earth, and under the earth.”

Hence the name, Jesus, is a di- 
vinely chosen symbol which stands 
for, represents, in a more intimate 
and sacred manner, the person of 
our Divine Saviour than any cruci- 
fix or man made image.

wouldn’t trample upon the crucifix, | 


you certainly shouldn’t trample up- 
on the sacred name of Jesus by us- 
ing it in profane speech. 

One further illustration. The pic- 
ture that stirred America more 
deeply than any picture taken dur- 
ing the last year of the war was 
the picture of the marines raising 
the Stars and Stripes over Okina- 
wa. They risked their lives to raise 
that flag on bloody Okinawa, and 
about half of them paid the sup- 
reme sacrifice. Americans saw that 
picture of heroism in action, of a 
willingness to give their lives that 
the Stars and Stripes might wave 
in victory, and were thrilled. 

Suppose a man, Jap or Ameri- 
can, were to step up and start to 
tear that flag down. Wouldn’t the 
soldiers have fired upon him in- 
stantly? Wouldn’t they have felt 
justified in shooting such a vandal 
who would dishonor the Stars and 
Stripes? Why? Because of what 
it symbolizes, the United States of 
America, one and indivisble, and 
worthy of our blood and treasure. 

Remember then that profaning 
the sacred name of Jesus is a great- 
er offense than trampling upon the 
crucifix or the Stars and Stripes.

"THERE was good news for midwest football fans out of Mar- 

_quette University the other day when it was announced 
that Frank E. Murray, who had been head coach of Marquette 
football teams from 1922 through 1936, would return there 
in his former position. Murray had left Marquette to take 
over the head coaching duties at the University of Virginia 


following the 1936 season. 

Marquette enjoyed its greatest 
‘puccess on the gridiron under Mur- 
'ray’s 15 years as head coach, win- 
‘ning 90 games, losing only 32 and 
‘playing six ties. His 1923 team 
‘was unbeaten and untied, winning 
gil eight of its games. Only 
Boston college and the University 
of Detroit elevens were able to 
' score on the Hilltoppers, the lat- 
ter defeating B. C. in a memorable 
battle, 7-6, and overcoming De- 
_troit, 18-6. Marquette’s 1922 team, 
_the first of which Murray was head 
' coach, was also unbeaten, but play- 
ed a 0-0 tie with Ripon college in 
the second game of the season. 
That ’22 team’s goal line was un- 
erossed in its nine games, only a 
field goal by Detroit in Marquette’s 
6-3 victory préventing the Golden 
Avalanche from going through the 
season without having a _ point 
marked against it. 


The 1930 Marquette team was 
also unbeaten, but was held to 
a 0-0 tie hy Detroit in its next 
to the last game of the season. 
Again the Avalanche played re- 
markable defensive ball, a touch- 
down by Creighton as Marquette 
won, 18-7, having been the lone 
score made against Murray's 
team in the 10 games played that 
year. | 

Murray’s last Marquette team 
established such a splendid rec- 
ord that it was invited to play in 
the Cetton Bowl at Dallas, Tex., 
the year that that “bow! game” 
was started. 

Murray is unique among col- 
lege football coaches, and has 
often been referred to by his col- 
leagues as “the most cultured 
man in the coaching profession.” 
He rates high as a_ professor 
of history, economics and politi- 
cal science, and his influence over 
players and students alike was 
profound.

Since the Rams have been 
out of the varsity picture for 
four seasons, it will be necessary 
for Danowski to start from 
scratch and he is not going to be 
forced to play a major schedule 
until his squads are ready for it. 
That will take time, and no one 
will expect him to work any 
“miracles” for at least two or 
three seasons. 


Still another Jesuit school will 
have a “new” head coach in bas- 
ketball next season; it is George- 
town. Elmer Ripley, who took a 
year’s leave of absence from his 
duties at Georgetown to take over 
the Notre Dame basketball job 
when Clem Crowe signed as Iowa’s 
head football coach a year ago, re- 
cently concluded his tour of duty 
at Notre Dame and will resume 
his old job at Georgetown next 
fall. Ripley is one of the finest 
characters I have ever met in col- 
lege sports. Besides being high- 
ly successful as a coach, he is 
equally as successful as a gentle- 
man, and it was a privilege to have 
been associated with him during 
the basketball season which has 
recently closed. 

He made a host of friends at 
Notre Dame and among the 
school’s large national following 
through the great team he turn- 
ed out; a team that won 17 out 
of its 21 games after playing one 
of the toughest schedules con- 
fronted by any team in the coun- 
try. Two of its four defeats, in- 
cidentally, were administered by 
representatives of Catholic 
schools, and, to make it good, 
they were the most decisive de- 
feats sustained by Notre Dame 
throughout the seasen. De Paul 
of Chicago gained revenge for a 
43-42 defeat by soundly thrash- 
ing the Irish,- 63-47, in a return 
game played in the Chicago Sta- 
dium before 22,822 spectators, 
largest crowd ever to see a bas- 
ketball game in this country. 
Marquette, which had dropped a 
69-67 decision on Notre Dame's 
floor, also squared accounts in 
decisive manner, winning by 68- 
59 in the return game in Mil- 
waukee. Notre Dame's other 
two defeats were at the hands 
of Northwestern, 56-55, Notre 
Dame winning the return game, 
57-50, while New York Univer- 
sity won from the Irish in Madi- 
son Square Garden, 58-54, in the 
annual meeting between the two 


teams. 
In Ripley’s last season at 
Georgetown, 1942-43, his Hoya 


team went to the final round of 
the National Collegiate Athletic 
Association tournament before los- 
ing to Wyoming. 

If he did nothing else at Notre 
Dame, Ripley proved to be the 
best “money coach” they ever had 
there. Every one of his team’s 
21 games, at home or away, was a 
complete sellout, his team playing 
to a total of 185,000 spectators for 
an average of 9,000 per game. This 
surpasses any previous season’s at- 
tendance record for the Irish, and 
was established despite the fact 
that Notre Dame’s own gym will 
seat only 4,300. Incidentally, ‘it 
might be appropriate to remark at 
this time that Notre Dame has had 
plans drawn for a new basketball 
gymnasium that will seat 8,500, 
but its construction will probably 
not be started until considerable 
other new building is done on the 
university grounds.

lifting of a fog, the drawing aside 
of a veil. All bigotry, fanaticism, 
misunderstanding, everything of 
that sort, will disappear, and we 
shall know people as they really 
are, and find them lovable (provid- 
ing always that they too have loved 
God). 

Within the Holy Trinity itself we 
shall be privileged to witness the 
archetype of all good friendship.

‘eternal sharing of eternal joy and 
‘love with Another? The eternal 
‘giving of One’s whole being to An- 
/other? Intimacy of knowledge by 
‘letting Another know the whole se- 
eret of the Divinity, intimacy in 
‘enjoyment of love m the embrace 
of Another? May not the Godhead 
‘be such that it contains within its 
boundless reality even that which 
amongst us men we regard as the 
supreme moral loveliness: the giv- 
ing of self, the whole of one’s self, 
the giving to Another all one is, 
knows, and has? May not the God- 
head be at the same time the Giver 
and the Recipient of infinite Boun- 
ty? May not the Godhead be such 
that it can be given away and suf- 
fer no loss? Could there not be 
within the Godhead an_ infinite 
alms-deed, not based on the dis- 
tinction between poverty and 
riches, not creating dependence and 
subjection, not destroying absolute 
equality and yet in which One re- 
ceived infinite riches from The

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Cardinal Pleaded 
With Nations To 
Save Hungary 


Describes Plight Of 
People In Ruined 
City Of Budapest

Budapest, March 18.—(NC)—“I 
stand before you with the beggar’s 
cup in my hands.” 

This dramatic appeal to the na- 
tions of the world to save Hungary 
“from final destruction,” was made 
by His Eminence Joseph Cardinal 
Mindszenty, Primate of Hungary, 
in St. Stephen’s Basilica in Buda- 
pest as one of his first utterances 
after his elevation to the Primacy, 
it is now recalled. 

The distinguished Prelate, whom 
His Holiness Pope Pius XII ele- 
vated to the Sacred College at 
last month’s Consistory, for which 
he was late because detained by 
Communist officials, hastened to his 
people here, upon being named Pri- 
mate of Hungary, because he said 
‘the shadow of enormous suffering 
is looming over the heads” of the 
750,000 Catholics in this Capital. 
He spoke in the Basilica last Octo- 
ber 14, and warned of the “horrible 
giant of death” that threatened his 
‘people with the approach of “the 
most difficult winter in our history 
of a thousand years.” 

He said that “all that is human, 
Christian and Hungarian” within 
him “trembled” at what he saw. He 
sketched the already high death 
rate which was bound to climb, the 
widespread sickness, the increasing 
infant and tuberculosis mortalty, 
the innocent infants in windowless, 
heatless homes whom starving 
mothers could not nurse, the ex- 
tensive starvation, and in gen-

We have already noted that the 
abuses of the fourteenth, fifteenth 
and sixteenth centuries were due 
chiefly to the interference of kings 
and emperors in papal elections, 
and in their demand that they have 
the right to nominate Bishops and 
Abbots. 

All that was needed at the time 
of Luther and Calvin and Henry 
VIII was a General Council, but 
none was held because civil rulers 
opposed it, and because the latest 
Councils held were dominated by 
civil rulers, who were not inter- 
ested in the purity of religion, but 
only in power for themselves. 


Rulers Interfered With 
Council Of Trent 


The Council of Trent was finally 
convened, but not until the year 
before Luther died. It was many 
years later befor. it redefined the 
faith and established rigid discip- 
line for the guidance of the lives 
of both clergy and laity. The Coun- 
cil was postponed because the 
German princes opposed it. It was 
first proposed that it be held at 
Augsburg, in Germany itself, in 
1530, but the German princes, who 
at one time seemed to have favored 
it, vehemently objected it. It was 
then decided to hold it in the year 
1531, but Francis I, of France, op- 
posed it because Emperor Charles 
V, who was his enemy, favored it. 

The following year Henry VIII, 
of England, then quarrelling with 
the Pope over his marriage, an- 
nounced that he would not permit 


Pope Paul III then de-| 
cided to convene the Council at} 
Mantua, but the German princes |

The Church Cured 
Herself 


The Church did cure herself and 
there is no reliable historian of our 
times who would not agree that 
there is not more unity, more 
spirituality - producing discipline 
in the Catholic Church than in any 
or all forms of Protestantism. If 
the Church were divine at one 
time, it had to remain divine, be- 
cause Christ not only promised to 
send the Holy Ghost “to keep it in 
truth” (John XIV, 26), but to re- 
main with it Himself “all days even 
unto the consummation of the 
world” (Matt. XXVIII, 20). Will 
Christ’s last prayer on earth fail, 
wherein He asked the Father to 
keep His followers “one as Thou 
Father in Me and I in Thee are 
one” (John XVII:11)? 

If for 1,500 years Christianity 
represented “one flock and one 
shepherd” (John X:16) as Christ 
had foretold His Church would 
be, could God have possibly 
been behind a movement to “strike 
the shepherd and scatter the flock” 
(Mark XIV, 27)? 

A book has. recently been pub- 
lished and widely circulated en- 
titled Protestantism, A Symposium. 
Its contents were written by “27

Launches Sixth Annual 
Appeal For Funds To

New York, Mar. 18 —(NC)— 
The most ordinary necessities of 
life are today beyond the reach of 
fully one quarter of the population 
‘in Poland, the Rev. Aloysius k 8 
Wveislo, relief representative of 
the National Catholie Welfare Con- 
ference, states in an article in the 
annual campaign newsletter of the 
Rishop’s War Emergency and Re- 
lief Committee, published here. 

About 18 per cent of the six 
million children left in Poland, Fa- 
ther Wycislo states, are suffering 
from tuberculosis brought on by 
exposure, malnutrition and gener- 
allv severe living conditions, The 
: supervising several old 
people’s homes conducted by Car- 
‘tas stated that 50 per cent.of the 
neople in three homes “would die 
within the next two months unless 
medicines, clothing and even blank- 
ets were provided immediately,” 
according to the article.

Warsaw is the most destroyed 
eitvy in Europe, Father Wycislo 


writes. In his travels through the 
country, he adds, he saw practi- 
eally no machinery, and only a 
“few starved horses pulling 
loads” that would probably never 
reach their destination. “Farmers 
who produced enough for export 
in pre-war Poland are today find- 
ing it impossible to produce for 


their own immediate needs,” he 
writes, adding that “the new land 
reform coming at a time when 
the farmer should be thinking of 
spring planting finds him unde- 
cided, puzzled and ill-equipped.” 


The Church in Poland is also 


in dire need, Father Wrycislo 
states. “In several dioceses 75 
per cent of the clergy have been 
killed or deported, their churches 
looted or destroyed,” he writes. 
“In many others, people are try- 


ing to restore parish buildings, 
replacing by hand storfe after 
stone, making every effort to clear 
at least a space sufficient for the 
priest to say Mass. The sacred 
vessels and vestments are in such 
a pitiable state, he adds, that the 
priest must be concerned lest the 
chalice topple over or the alb fall 
apart while celebrating Mass.

(2) “The exercise of the right to 
vote is an act of grave responsi- 
bility, at least when there is the 
question involved of electing those 
whose office it will be to give the 
country its constitution and its 
laws, particularly those laws which 
affect, for example, the sanctifi- 
cation of feast days, marriage, 
family life and school, and which 
give direction, according to Justice 
social life. It, therefore, falls to 
and equity, to the various phases of 
the Church to explain to the faith- 
ful their moral duties which derive 
from their right to vote. 

(3) “Article 82 of the Concordat 
concluded in 1929 between the Holy 
See and Italy forbids ecclesiastics 
in Italy ‘to belong to, or participate 
in, any political party.’ The Church 
intends to follow this disposition 
faithfully, and she is also ready to 
repress and punish any infraction 
of this law on the part of individual 
ecclesiastics. On her part, the 
Church does not: wish to be in- 
volved, in any way, on merely po- 
htical questions. In these she al- 
lows Catholics as such full liberty 
of opinion and action. On the other 
hand, however, she cannot renounce 
the abovementioned right (formu- 
lated in point number one) nor 
could she admit the position that 
the State may unilaterally judge 
her priests In the exercise of their 
ministry, even to the extent of ap- 
plying sanctions. Nor could the 
Church, in any event, permit that, 
without an understanding with ee 
clestiastical authority as prescribed 
in Article 8 of the same Concordat, 
priests be referred to the civil au- 
thorities.
